Tutankhamun’s Treasure provides an introduction 
to the world-famous discovery made by the late 
Howard Carter in 1922, when the tomb of an 
XVIIIth-Dynasty Pharaoh was excavated at 
Thebes and disclosed, for the first and perhaps 
the only time, an ancient Egyptian royal burial 
in all its elaborateness, intact and undisturbed. 
The tomb itself had been broken into in ancient 
times, but the King’s Mummy, enclosed within 
three coffins and surrounded by four great shrines, 
had lain with its seals unbroken for more than 
3000 years. The present book describes the finds 
in the order of the tomb-chambers in which they 
appeared, and attempts an appreciation of this 
great discovery from the standpoint of the his- 
torical, theological, and artistic background of 
Tutankhamun’s time. The story of how the 
discovery was made has been told by Howard 
Carter himself and is not discussed in detail here. 
Many of the photographs are reproduced for the 
first time, and their descriptions are based, by 
permission of the Griffith Institute, on Howard 
Carter’s original notes in the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford, to which they belong.
